El rotundo rechazo a los 
referendos presupuestarios 
en la elección especial del 19 
de mayo en California pone a 
prueba tanto el legado político 
del Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger como el futuro fiscal 
de California. La mayoría de 
los votantes rechazó diversas 
propuestas para generar in- 
gresos mediante un aumento 
de impuestos y la emisión de 
préstamos, los cuales hubieran 
ayudado a cerrar el déficit fiscal 
que arrastra el estado durante 
varios años. 

Solamente una de las seis 
propuestas incluidas en el 
plebiscito del pasado martes fue 
autorizada por los electores la 
que impedirá que los políticos 
se suban el sueldo en época 
de déficit presupuestario, que 
salió adelante con el respaldo 
de más del 73% de los votos. 
Las proposiciones rechazadas 
tuvieron en contra a un mínimo 
del 62% de los votantes a pesar 
de que fuesen consideradas 
“críticas” por Schwarzenegger 
para salir de la “encrucijada” 
económica en la que se encuen- 
tra el estado. 

El Gobernador Schwar- 
zenegger tiene dos años más 
como mandatario de Califor- 
nia.

Según declaró Trutanich al dar 
su parte de victoria, con cerca del 56% de los votos, 
“no pensamos que fuéramos estar aquí al final del 
día”, destacando la importancia de su victoria no sólo 
contra Weiss sino contra la fuerza política del alcalde. 
El abogado reemplazará en la fiscalía al hispano Rocky 
Delgadillo. 
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Judy Chu, derrotó al demócrata Gilberto Cedillo. 


En el Distrito 32, cuya silla congresional había 
quedado vacía tras el nombramiento de Hilda Solís 
como Secretaria del Trabajo, la candidata asiática Judy 
Chu derrotó a su correligionario demócrata el senador 
estatal Gilberto Cedillo. Con un poco más del 32% de 
los votos registrados, la candidata no logró la mayoría 
para declararse ganadora por lo que debe ir a una ronda 
final el 14 de julio, para enfrentarse posiblemente con la 
republicana Betty Chu, quien lleva ventaja sobre Teresa 
Hernández, y con el representante del partido Liberal 
Christopher Agrella. La votación en Los Ángeles atrajo 
muy poco interés de los votantes registrados, muchos 
de los cuales había expresado previamente que las 
elecciones especiales no solucionarían los problemas 
de la ciudad.

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Reacciones de elección 
especial en California 


Los electores californianos rechazaron en las urnas las medidas 
económicas de emergencia contra el ingente déficit estatal defendidas 
por el Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger, unos resultados que cues- 
tionan su capacidad de liderazgo. Los votantes castigaron la gestión 
financiera de Schwarzenegger y el resto de legisladores estatales en 
este referéndum, en el que los políticos habían intentado sacar adelante 
unas reformas fiscales que lograsen aplacar la deuda multimillonaria 
que acumulan las arcas públicas californianas. 

“Hoy hemos escuchado a los votantes y respeto la voluntad de la 
gente que está frustrada con la disfunción de nuestro sistema presupues- 
tario. Ahora tenemos que seguir adelante y enfrentar la crisis fiscal con 
soluciones constructivas”, aseguró Schwarzenegger en un comunicado 
cuando la derrota electoral parecía segura. “Encaramos ahora un asom- 
broso déficit de 21,300 millones de dólares y demócratas y republicanos 
tenemos que trabajar juntos para solucionar esta escasez”, añadió el 
gobernador californiano. 

Los expertos economistas del congreso estatal habían advertido de 
que, con el panorama actual, California podría quedarse sin liquidez en 
un plazo de dos meses. Los mensajes de alerta lanzados por las autori- 
dades, sin embargo, no calaron entre los electores que con su voto en 
contra y una participación de menos del 23%, la más baja de la historia 
en California, mostraron su malestar con la gestión política. 

Ante los malos augurios electorales ya vaticinados por los sondeos, 
Schwarzenegger expuso un plan “B” para lograr los fondos necesa- 
rios para el funcionamiento de las finanzas públicas, que incluyó la 
liberación de miles de presos con delitos menores y una mengua de la 
inversión en servicios sociales. Unas iniciativas calificadas por algunas 
organizaciones como recursos para meter “miedo” a los votantes en 
víspera del referéndum y que podrían llegar ahora ante el parlamento 
californiano para someterlas a la aprobación de los legisladores. 

Entre la lista de alternativas financieras del Gobierno estatal 
para cuadrar el presupuesto se baraja también la venta de edificios 
emblemáticos como la cárcel de San Quintín o el estado olímpico de 
Los Ángeles, así como el despido de 5,000 trabajadores de la Admi- 
nistración. 

El plante de los ciudadanos ante las medidas del gobierno es- 
tatal puso en evidencia el liderazgo de Schwarzenegger, cuyo índice 
de popularidad se encuentra en un 34%, uno de los más bajos de su 
carrera política según las últimas encuestas realizadas por el Public 
Policy Institute of California (PPIC).

El Congreso de EE.UU. elabora una iniciativa para reemplazar la 
controvertida ley “Real ID” de 2005 que impuso, pese a la objeción de 
gobiernos estatales, nuevos reglamentos para la emisión de cédulas de 
identidad y licencias de conducir. La “Real ID”, aprobada por el Congreso 
por recomendaciones de la comisión que investigó los atentados de 2001, 
tiene como objetivo la elaboración de documentos de identidad a prueba 
de fraude y que posibles terroristas e indocumentados puedan tener acceso 
a las licencias de conducir. Pero, desde siempre, la ley se ha topado con 
la oposición de los gobiernos estatales, grupos pro-inmigrantes y grupos 
cívicos como la Unión de Libertades Civiles de EE.UU. (ACLU). 

La emisión de licencias de conducir es una tarea de los gobiernos 
estatales, muchos de los cuales objetaron que el Gobierno federal estuviese 
imponiendo sus propios requisitos. De hecho, varios gobiernos estatales 
rechazaron la “Real ID” a través de las legislaturas. Ahora, la ley que 
promueve Akaka cuenta con el respaldo de los gobiernos estatales, ya que 
los principales elementos de la iniciativa fueron elaborados en consultas 
con la Asociación Nacional de Gobernadores (NGA). 

La Casa Blanca no se ha pronunciado sobre el nuevo proyecto de 
ley pero, según “CongressDaily”, ha estado discutiendo con la NGA los 
cambios legislativos que se le harían a la ley en vigor.

Bush. La ampliación del programa 
“Comunidades Seguras” ha sido 
elogiada por algunos congresistas 
y por las autoridades policiales en 
cerca de 50 comunidades porque, 
según aseguran ayudaría a “limpiar” 
las calles de peligrosos criminales. 
Sin embargo, el programa tiene 
sus detractores: algunos grupos, 
entre estos Amnistía Internacional,

Trajes de indígenas guatemaltecos, inspiración filatélica 


Los trajes que reflejó en acuare- 
las la artista Carmen Pettersen, hija 
de padre británico y madre mexi- 
cana de origen español, mostraban 
parte de la cultura milenaria de los 
indígenas de Guatemala. Ahora, 
esos cuadros, sirven de inspiración 
para una colección de más de 
700,000 sellos postales que llegarán 
a todos los continentes. En febrero 
de 2005, el Museo Ixchel del Traje 
Indígena, del que Pettersen fue una 
de sus fundadoras y al que donó una 
variedad pictórica de la riqueza e 
indumentaria típica de este país, so- 
licitó a la Asociación Filatélica Gua- 
temalteca, de la Dirección General 
de Correos y Telégrafos la emisión 
de los históricos sellos. La titular 
del Departamento Filatélico de 
Correos, Ziomara de-León, explica 
que se decidieron por la emisión de 
estas estampillas debido a una gran 
demanda que tenían de sellos con 
trajes regionales. 

La Asociación tardó dos años 
en recopilar toda la información que 
acompaña a la emisión de sellos de 
trajes típicos de distintas regiones 
indígenas del interior del país.

Mexico requests aid to 
deal with economic losses 


Mexico's health secretary 
requested the creation of a com- 
pensation fund that will allow 
Mexico to overcome the economic 
losses it suffered due to the swine 
flu outbreak. “This fund would be 
used to compensate the countries 
that give notice in a timely manner 
of possible public health events 
of international importance, as a 
means to provide an incentive for 
transparency and international 
cooperation on health issues,” 
said Jose Angel Cordova in Ge- 
neva before the full session of the 
World Health Assembly. The fund, 
he said, would be financed by in- 
stitutions such as the World Bank 
and International Monetary Fund. 
The Mexican minister said that the 
alert declared by the World Health 
Organization “is taking place dur- 
ing a global financial crisis, which 
was already exerting great pres- 
sure on the economies and health 
systems of all nations.” 

“Mexico experienced un- 
certain and difficult moments 
starting with the detection of the 
first cases of atypical pneumonia 
in several states of the country,” 
he said, but he added that the 
measures taken had managed to 
bring the epidemic under con- 
trol. “The epidemic in Mexico is 
under control and we await you 
with open arms,” said Cordova, 
who added that Mexico promptly 
notified the WHO of the existence 
of the AHINI virus and launched 
the pandemic containment plan 
“in a responsible and transparent 
manner before the international 
community.” EFE

However, after World War I the holiday 
was expanded to comimemorate all those 
who died in military 
A service. Each year, a 
national moment of re- 
membrance occurs at 3 
p.m. EST. While the day 
is meant to honor fallen 
veterans, some living 
veterans remain upset 
about the observation 
of Memorial Day. 
That is because 
Memorial Day no lon- 
ger takes place on May 
30, a practice the ended 
years ago. Some veter- 
ans believe changing 
the date of Memorial 
Day to the last Mon- 
day in May was solely 
an effort to create a 
three-day weekend for 
employees across the 
country. To many veter- 
ans, this undermines the 
true meaning of the day, 
which many believe is 
more widely viewed 
as the unofficial start 
of summerinstead of a 
day to honor those who 
gave their lives fighting 
for the country. These 
sentiments were ex- 
pressed by the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars (VFW) 
in a Memorial Day ad- 
dress in 2002.

Su autor, el dramaturgo borin- 
queño José Rivera, describe “Bo- 
leros For The Disenchanted”, su 
último drama como “una historia 
de amor inspirada por sus padres”. 
A la descripción podemos agregar 
que el drama que se abrió a la prensa 
el miércoles 13 de mayo, en A.C.T. 
American Conservatory Theater 
en San Francisco, tiene el poder de 
conmovernos.

Residents of 25 states and

Almodovar says 
film is complex 


After three months in Spa- 
nish movie theaters, “Los Abrazos 
Rotos” (Broken Embraces) has 
reemerged in Cannes as a political 
movie, a metaphor for the recovery 
of historical memory that director 
Pedro Almodovar explained to the 
Spanish media. Always seen as a 
melodrama with shades of film noir, 
“Los Abrazos Rotos,” a film that 
Almodovar always refers to as one 
of the most complex of his career, 
was to some extent given a rewrite 
by the director at Cannes, where he 
hopes to win a Golden Palm and 
where it has divided opinions. 

He had kept this new interpre- 
tation to himself. “You never asked 
me about it before and you haven’t 
asked about it here but I wanted to 
tell you,” he said. The two identities 
that the film’s main character adopts 
- Mateo Blanco and Harry Caine 
- can be interpreted as a country 
that tries to escape its own past, but 
that finally has to come to terms 
with itself. 

“In the movies I made in the 
1980s I deliberately made sure 
that not even the slightest shadow 
of Franco was to be seen. I was in 
denial that Franco ever existed and 
that was a kind of revenge against 
2 his memory,” he said.
